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Dr.  Fred  W.  Hicks  is  Wesleyan's  20th  President: 

Dr.  Fred  V/.  Hicks,  Executive  Vice  President  of  Rollins  College,  assumed 
the  presidency  of  Wesleyan  September  1 as  the  first  college  chartered  to  grant 
degrees  to  women  began  its  l44th  year.  His  election  was  announced  August  7,  cul- 
minating a search  initiated  last  September  when  Dr.  W.  Earl  Strickland  resigned. 

The  latter  continued  in  office  to  complete  his  20th  year,  longest  in  Wesleyan's 
history,  while  the  Search  Committee,  headed  by  Trustee  Frank  C.  Jones,  processed 
150  candidates.  Dr.  Thomas  F.  Boyd,  Vice  President  for  Academic  Affairs,  served 
as  Interim  President  for  two  months. 

Trustee  Chairman  Randolph  W.  Thrower  said  at  the  introductory  luncheon 
that  the  new  president  "represents  the  kind  of  dynamic,  experienced,  competent, 
and  inspired  leadership  we  had  hoped  to  find.  Though  in  his  AO's  he  has  gained  a 
recognized  position  both  as  an  academic  leader  and  as  an  administrator  in  practi- 
cally all  functions  of  a private  col  lege... He  values  highly  the  concept  that 
special  values  can  be  provided  at  a woman's  college.  Both  he  and  his  wife,  Ann, 
have  a great  appreciation  for  Wesleyan's  cultural  and  religious  heritage  and  of 
the  potential  for  greater  contributions  to  the  future  of  our  region  and  country." 

Dr.  Hicks,  Vice  President  of  Rollins  since  1977,  spent  four  months  as 
Acting  President.  Beginning  in  196^  as  Dean  of  Men  he  served  as  Professor  of 
History,  Executive  Assistant  to  the  President,  Assistant  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  Director  of  Capital  Gifts,  Director  of  Development  and  Public 
Relations,  and  Dean  of  Student  Affairs.  He  is  a former  Director  of  Financial  Aid 
at  Arizona  State  University. 

A leader  in  professional,  civic,  fraternal,  and  honorary  activities  he 
served  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Winter  Park  Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Adminis- 
trative Board  of  Sun  First  National  Bank  at  Winter  Park,  also  Chairmen  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Winter  Park  Public  Library  and  a Director  of  the  V/inter  Park 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  In  the  Orlando  area  he  was  a Trustee  of  Loch  Haven  Art  Center, 
on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Gordon  J.  Barnett  Foundation,  on  the  Aviation  and 
Cultural  Affairs  Committees  of  the  Orlando  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce,  a member  of 
the  Economics  Club  of  Orlando,  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  Hospice  Orlando,  and  of 
the  Industrial  Commission  of  Mid-Florida. 

Born  in  Detroit,  he  is  an  honor  graduate  of  the  University  of  Michigan, 
where  he  also  earned  the  MA  and  PhD  degrees.  In  his  "spare  time"  at  Rollins  he 
earned  a Master  of  Science  in  Criminal  Justice.  Mrs.  Hicks,  a native  of  Oak  Park, 
llliniois,  has  a BA  from  Michigan,  has  done  graduate  work  at  Arizona  State  and  UNC 
at  Chapel  Hill.  She  has  her  MA  from  Rollins.  The  Hicks  have  two  children, 

Frederick  W.  Hicks  IV,  7,  and  Sara  Louise,  3.  They  are  members  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church.

Wesleyan  Meets  her  New  President; 

September  was  a busy  month  for  Wesleyan's  new  president,  a month  of 
getting  to  know  the  place  and  its  people,  of  taking  account  of  its  aspirations 
and  problems.  His  pace  has  been  dizzy,  his  grasp  remarkable,  say  those  on  campus 
and  in  the  community.  He  glows  when  he  speaks  of  the  warm  reception  he  has  re- 
ceived hereabouts. 

At  Annual  Convocation  September  k he  made  his  first  formal  appearance. 

He  told  the  freshman  that  he,  toc^  was  a freshman,  (an  anonymous  junior  later  wrote 
a note  asking  to  be  his  Big  Sister).  He  had  marched  in  with  the  students  and  faculty, 
all  dignified  in  caps  and  gowns,  eager  to  listen  to  the  new  leader.  He  said  that 
renewal  is  a dynamic  project,  a quickening  of  the  spi ri t. . .educat ion  is  more  impoi 
tant  than  ever,  and  Liberal  Arts  the  most  Important  of  all. ..that  V/esleyan  is  old  in 
point  of  history,  but  young  in  spirit.. that  to  be  worthy  of  our  history  we  must 
offer  intellectual  excellence. 

On  September  13  he  presided  at  a special  called  meeting  of  the  faculty. 

Four  areas  of  concern  to  be  given  priority  this  year  he  announced  are  enrollment, 
compensation  of  faculty,  building  renovations,  and  development  of  institutional 
resources,  including  annual  giving,  special  gifts,  and  community  programs  (adult 
education) . 


On  September  15  he  addressed  Annual  Alumnae  Council,  attended  by  women 
from  eleven  cities  of  Georgia  and  Florida,  also  Jamie  Tyson  Dodd,  of  Oceanside, 

N.Y.,  who  was  accompanied  by  her  husband,  Grover.  The  new  president  of  the  College 
was  introduced  by  the  new  president  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  Karen  Connor 
Shockley,  '63.  Again  he  stressed  his  dedication  to  excellence,  which  he  desires 
in  students,  faculty,  administration,  and  himself. 

Alumnae  that  day,  like  faculty,  staff,  students,  and  members  of  the 
Macon  business  community,  found  him  warm,  personable,  energetic,  and  dedicated  to 
the  task  ahead.  Others  will  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  him  soon  at  receptions 
in  Macon,  Atlanta,  Savannah,  Brunswick,  Columbus,  Jacksonville,  Tallahassee,  and 
Quincy,  Fla.  He  will  be  the  speaker  at  the  Annual  Alumnae  Weekend,  April  18-19, 
1980.  One  of  the  first  unofficial  welcomes  given  President  Hicks  was  when  Wesley- 
annes  serenaded  him,  impromptu,  in  the  Burden  Parlor,  Casey  Thurman,  '65,  leader.
